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Upgrade Scholarships 
to Student Leaders? 





ISSUE: With growing demands for the regular and responsible ad- 
ministration of student offices, is 4 revision of the current scholarship 
system for student government in order’’ 


It has beer, the custom for many years to consider as voluntary the 
work done by students under the umbrella of student government, 
In recent years at SSC a significant trend has quietly departed from 
this tradition. 

In student government here today, 
president, vice president and senate chairman al] carry 
scholarships. 
to pay books, tuition and a basic living cost equivalent to room and 
board rates in the campus dorms, Only the tuition and book fees of 
the vice-president and the senate chairman are covered by scholar- 
ship. 

Last year, the status of student publications was significantly 
upgraded by providing scholarships to the editorial staff of the Hornet. 
This parallels similar advances un other campuses across the nation, 

The fact that the newspaper at SSC must raise in revenue a sum 
at least equa! to that allocated by the student senate was a pressing 
consideration in subsidizing the editorial offices, Publication of a 
thrice-weekly journal demands a regularity of attention unequalled 
by most other student functions. 

Senate chairman Steve Whitmore recently appointed a committee 
to examine the scholarship system that presently exists within the 
campus student association, The committee is charged to investigate 
and report back with proposals for a more equitable system, 

The Hornet commends Whitmore for the timeliness of his move, 

We feel that the basic premise of scholarships in student office 
is sound, While the student body does not have the resources to 
actually salary its officials, a subsidy in the form of a scholarship 
provides some sort of release time to those individuals, 

To undervalue student office because of a fear, however real, 
that inadequate individuals may sometimes fill them is to undermine 
at the outset the efforts by conscientious individuals to adequately 
respond to the responsibilities of their positions. 

The Hornet recognizes the danger inherent in such scholarship 
systems, Too often scholarships proliferate to absurdity or are set 
down in such vague terms that corruption is a constant threat, We 
have all been witnesses to the misguidance of student government at 
San Francisco State. 

Specifically, however, the offices of vice-president and senate 
chairman at SSC, offices that by nature demand a great deal of time 
and constant effort, are inadequately attended to by the scholarship 
system, The Hornet recommends that the committee devote significant 
attention to those two offices and make appropriate proposals for 


upgrading the scholarship provisions made for both, 


Where To Look For Leadership? 


the offices of student body

ISSUE: Where are the students of the state college system to look 
for leadership if not to the association of student body presidents, 
the CSCSPA? 

Last weekend, the student body presidents from the state colleges 
in California met here for a three-day session of discussions and 
workshops, Among the topics discussed were the San Francisco 
State situation, growing pressures of public opinion on the legislature, 
and the future of the CSCSPA in the *‘ student movement,” 

The CSCSPA is by nature an important association, It is the only 
state college studemt organization that is officially recognized by the 
State College Board of Trustees, the Chancellor, and the California 
State Legislature. 

This recognition alone places the association in a strategic position 
in the tenuous system of communication existing between the students 
in the state colleges and state officialdom. 

The association is aware of its trust, however, The presidents 
have been meeting on a regular basis during the past year, They have 
provided outstanding representation in the legislature, speaking out 
effectively against the many unfavorable bills we have seen introduced 
this year, 

Also, the association, at considerable cost of time and money 
arranged a meeting bringing together the presidents, leading members 
of the Board of Trustees andthe editors of the state college newspapers, 
The meeting took place at Cal Poly, Pomona, as an informal series 
of conferences at which students and trustees could let down their 
hair and really discuss their differences. 

Improvements in the association must be made, however, Of 
special interest to the Hornet is the wholly inadequate system of 
communication existing between the presidents and the college news- 
papers. Much of the research and investigation done by the association 
as well as the legislative activities of the organization are unknown 
by the average student on campus, The CSCSPA has regularly declined 
to blow its own horn, The Hornet would urge the presidents to make 
a special effort not only to continue its valuable work but to be politically 
expedient enough to let everyone else know that its work is valuable, 

We would lend our support to the plan suggested by CSCSPA Executive 
Secretary Steve Lieurance that a regular CSCSP A publication be started, 
While basically a house organ of the association, such a publication 
‘wild provide an important device of intercommunication between 
ate college campuses, 

The regular duplication of student efforts to innovate and reform 


the state college system is sufficient testimony to the need for such 
a publication, Further, it is the responsibility of the CSCSI’\, the only 
official student leaders that the colleges have, to coordinate these efforts, 


The president's office carries with it a sum sufficient’

SSC faculty members have 
received from a ‘‘Committee for 
the Support of Higher Education’’ 
a request (dated February 24, 1969) 
for support of a program designed 
to convey to the public an under- 
standing of the condition and needs 
of the California State Colleges, 
The request is another reminder 
of (ID the serious underfinancing 
of state colleges and (2) the existing 
serious political interference. 
These problems are aggravated, 
I believe, by occurrences and con- 
ditions within the academic 
community. 

Our attention must be given 
to all three of these factors, They 
are obviously connected. 

Certainly, as a professor here, 
I share the basic concern 
expressed by ‘‘CSHE”’ regarding 
the plight of the colleges, However, 
with all due personal and profes- 
sional respect for those who have 
taken the CSHE initiative, I urge 
as a counter-proposa!l that the 
necessary improved communica- 
tion with the public be developed 
through existing organizations (at 
least one of which needs to re- 
examine its repre sentative 
function), 

I so urge because the new organ- 
ization, as proposed and 
sponsored, entails the likelihood 
of counter -productivity. 

For example: Would a ‘‘work 
stoppage’’ soon be (again) pro- 
posed’? Would action by the new 
organization be representative of 
the wishes and judgment of con- 
tributors’ Recent experience along 
these lines is not reassuring, A 
major action of the SSC Senate 
calling for support of the work 
StOpyaye idea was soundly rejected 
by a faculty-wide referendum on 
that question, Subsequently, the 
Senate refused to rescind its 
earlier action, clearly identifying 
itself as non-repre sentative of the 
faculty on this important matter 
The roll-call vote is recorded in 
the Senate Minutes dated January 
21 (please see), 

\ significant number of those 
who in that particular adventure 
identified themselves as not re- 
presenting the faculty view are

A Conservative Looks

It is often said that the outside community is misinformed about 
what the causes of campus unrest are, and that students should inform 
them. In fact, I have just heard about some group which plans to do 
just that (I think it’s called Committee to Support Higher Education), 
So as a contribution totheir effortsI shall present what the conservative 
view is because that view is what the outside communily is more or less 
beginning to accept, Thus, assuming that the ¢ SHE is planning to use 
the unprecedented tactic of reason and logic, this is the view that they 
are going to have to confront, 

According to the doctrine of academic freedom, one of the political 
functions of the university, particularly in the liberal arts area, is 
to be the one place in society where ideas, whether they be orthodox, 
sacred, inflammatory, subversive, etc., can be laid on the table and 
be dispassionately dissected and analyzed, The university is supposed 
to be a laboratory where al! political ideologies can be discussed, 
debated, and criticized freely, The aimofall this is to equip the student 
with the necessary intellectual skills and attitudes which enable him 
to seek the truth, to make up his own mind as objectively as humanly 
possible, or at least make him aware that there are other beliefs 
which other people passionately believe in and for which @ good case 
can be made, 

The desireability of such an institution can be evidenced by looking 
at the political dialogue which exists in society at large, The normal 
political discourses which take place in society usually consist of 
various ideologies slandering each other, of distortions, half-truths, 
and outright falsehoods, of straw men, de mogogue ry, emotional appeals, 
loaded language, etc. his is the sort of thing which ail ideologies 
in a democracy are compelled to do because mwst of the people tend 
to get bored when someone attempts an appeal to logic and reason, 
mainly because of political apathy, bigotry, stupidity, et Thus the 
party which can manipulate the motions of the majority gets political 
power; those who can’t remain power less. 


Necessary Ambiquity 


Another essential element for political success is ambiguity. The 
more sharply and definitely one states his political position, the fewer 
people there will be who agree with him, Thus the majority of people 
gravitate around persons whose political positions they know least 
about, It is therefore necessary in this society to have some institution 
where one can go to find out about various points of view, what Weir 
arguments are, and to acquire 4 certain political sophistication so as 
te resist the effects of emotional appeals, 

However, when we look at institutions of higher learning today, 
we find that the level of political dialogue on college campuses is 
considerably lower than in society at large In some of the more 
extreme cases we find demogige harangues, screaming mobs, goon 
squads of students intimidating other students and professors, etc. 
At other colleges which haven’t yet blown their collective minds, 
like Sac State, we find that the contents of the dialogue aren’t muc! 
better, though the decible range is considerably lower. 

One of the main causes of this situation is that the doctrine of 
academic freedom, which I have stated above, has largely been 
abandoned. The term ‘‘academic freedom’’ is still used quite often, 
but the meaning has changed, No longer are students to be taught how 
to think, but rather what to think, Education is now 4 means to aciueve

At Academic Freedom 


The liberals, having achieved a dominant position, are taking ad- 
vantage of their situation, and have succeeded in making the university 
inaccessable to conservative thinking, Thus the ideal of viewing 4 
problem with scientific detachment, meaning as if one could care 
less about it, listening to all sides, has been dispensed with, 


Liberals In Action 


I have personally witnessed the liberal education in action when 
I went to Sac State, One tactic the professors often use is argument 
by intimidation: that is, a professor will destroy an opposing argument 
by showing the extent of his disapproval of it, I remember once when 
I suggested the possibility that Joe McCarthy wasn’t a vad guy after 
all, the professor nearly came apart at the seams, The whole meaning 
of academic freedom nowadays is the freedom of each professor to 

onduct his own class as a laundromat for the unwashed mind, 

The present student unrest seems to me to be the inevitable result 
of this whole process, The impressionable student who goes through 
college being exposed to only one ideology (the whole left wing spectrum 
from the pragmatic liberal to the revolutionary fanatic basically 
adhere to one ideology, differing from each other only in their willing- 
ness to follow it through to its logical conclusions) can’t understand 
why anyone would think any differently, unless motivated by malicious 
considerations or out of ignorance, To such students great moral 
issues are not areas where reasonable men may differ but a battle 
between good and evil, Knowing of only one ideology, the student 
doesn’t understand why society doesn’t immediately conform to it. 

This trait is one of the symptoms of a totalitarian mentality, The 
individual is absolutely certain as to what is right; those who disagree 
are evil. The totalitarian doesn’t demand the right to have his ideas 


of what is right heard; he demands the right to be the final arbiter 
of what is right, the right todemand that society conform to his decision 
or face his sabotage of its vital processes if it doesn’t conform, They 
claim the right todo whatever is necessary, however, ruthless, to change 
society into what they were taught it ought to be. 


Hazard To Society 


This, I believe, is quite descriptive of the attitude of the New 
Left, the children of the new academic freedom, Thus it is the con- 
servative view that the university as far as its political function goes 
(that is the social science and government departments that handle 
political issues) has ceased to perform a socially useful function, and 
has become a hazard to society by creating totalitarian-minded 
individuals whose avowed purpose is to destroy society. 

Therefore, conservatives have a few demands of their own to make 
to universities: (1) that the new doctrine of academic freedom be 
abandoned: (2) that students be presented with the conservative point 
of view inaddition tothe liberal point of view; (3) that one of the criteria 
on which the decision as to whether a professor gets tenure, a raise, 
promotion, or whatever is his objectivity and fairness; (4) the hiring 
of conservative professors; (5) dismissal of all professors and per- 
manent expulsion of all students who disrupt the orderly process of 
the university. Until these demands are met, conservatives will 
continue to work to wrest control and dominion of the universities 
from liberals and failing that, work to reduce the budget appropriations, 
particularly to various areas of the university which are involved 
with political issues, down to as non-existent as possible,

Opposes 
Credit Law 


Coliege students soon may find 
it more difficult to borrow money, 
According to BobGreen, part-time 
instructor at SSC, students and 
members of low-income groups 
will be among those hardest hit 
by the proposed Uniform Consumer 
Credit Code, 

The bill, now pending before 
Congress, is sponsored by a 
national commission of judges, 
lawyers, law professors, It has 
been called a ‘‘model’’ credit- 
control law, yet is being opposed 
by an organization ‘‘dedicated to 
protecting the consumer,’’ Con- 
sumer Federation of America is 
seeking the outright defeat of the 
Uniform Consumer Credit Code, 
and many of its reasons are echoed 
by a local organization, Citizens 
for Consumer Action, is a group 
of local lawyers, investment 
counselors and others interested 
in legislation affecting the 
consumer, Green, an investment 
counselor when he isn’t teaching 
at Sacramento State, is the spokes- 
man, 

The code, he says, looks 
attractive at first glance, because 
it would provide a uniform set of 
credit laws throughout the nation. 
He emphasized, however, that 
California already has ‘‘a much 
more equable state credit code,’’ 
Furthermore, Green says the new 
code would ‘‘virtually wipe out the 
‘Truth in Lending’ clause of the 
Consumer Credit Protection Act,”’ 

College students and persons in 
low-income brackets would be par - 
ticularly affected by the loss of 
truth of lending. Due to a poor 
credit rating or lack of a rating, 
they occasionally are forced to 
with companies charging the 
highest interest rates,

Charles 
Jennings- 
His Goal 
is Unity

Horatio Alger never heard of a fellow 
by the name of Charles Jennings or of 
a place called Oak Park. But the local 
agencies for the war on poverty have 
recognized the success story of the SSC 
freshman by naming him “Organizer of 
the Month,’”’ 

Jennings received the award for his 
work as assistant organizer of the Con- 
gress of Young Adults, a group founded 
to help relieve racial tensions in the 
troubled Oak Park ghetto of Sacramento. 
The honor marks one of his many accom- 
plishments in the last few years, 

After dropping out of high school in 
his senior year, Jennings began looking 
for work. Everywhere he applied, he 
said, he was given the run-around, At 
that time he was vice-president of the 
CYA and through that organization, was 
informed of the opening for an assistant 
organizer, He applied for the job but 
after being given the position, he was 








forced to give up his vice-presidency, 
Once he began working, he returned to 
school, was graduated from the American 
Legion Adult School in June of 1968 and 
entered SSC in the fall, 

Jennings has faith in the work he is 
doing, He explained that a few years 
ago, whites were afraid to walk Oak 
Park streets alone, But things are 
improving. One problem, he explained, 
is that blacks get angry because they 
see whites as members of the ‘‘system,”’ 
What many of them don’t see, he said, 
is that whites often have to face the 
same problems that blacks do, 

While working as organizer for the 
CYA, Jennings has participated in planning 
a number of programs in the Oak Park 
district, The group has organized a 
babysitting service which is free of charge 
to working mothers, Fach school day, 
they sponsor community breakfasts which 
provide a free hot breakfast to school 
children who otherwise might not get 
one, In the near future, the CYA plans 
to open a furniture store and a snack 
bar to create more jobs for the un- 
employed in the area, In addition, the 
organization operates a job placement 
center which finds work for anyone who 
comes to them 


Jennings plans to work in the social 
welfare and correctional field, He said 
there is a need for black prison counselors 
who can communicate with and under stand 
the problenis of black inmates, The need 
for such counselors he said is illustrated 
by juvenile delinquents, Many of them, 
sent to reform school for several months, 
have to serve extra time because they 
break rules or in some way strike back 
at the white system, Jennings stated 
that such inmates need to be advised. 
“When put on parole,” he said, ‘they 
need to be told that if they don’t walk 
the rope they are told to walk, they will 
end up back in jail.”’ 

The word ‘‘unity’” is emblazoned in 
bold red letters across the front of 
the CYA headquarters on the corner of 
35th Street and 5th Avenue. That is the 
commodity in which the organization deals. 
And that is the goal for which Charles 
Jennings is working. 





Program 
For 
Low-Income 
Students 


“Experimental Educational Operation 
for the Oak Park Community’’ is the 
impressive title for a program imple- 
mented this semester to encourage 
students to go to Sacramento City College. 
Initiated by the SCC Black Student Union 
and the college staff and approved by the 
Los Rios Junior College District, the 
program features three classes held in 
trailers on the campus of the old Stanford 
Junior High School, 

The courses offered at the center 
this semester include a 2-unit elementary 
drawing taught by Al Byrd; a 3-unit 
Black history course taught by James 
Fisher; and an experimental course in 
Black psychology taught by Steven Hansen, 
without credit. All three instructors 
are on the faculty at SCC, 

The goal of the program, according 
to the motion approved by )L-RJC trustees, 
is ‘‘to provide meaningful employment 
for young people in all areas, skilled 
and professional, through adequate educa- 
tion.”” The board indicated that students 
from low-income areas often ‘‘do not 
realize the opportunities available tothem, 
both in employment and education,

now asking for support of the new 
organi zation, What adventures 
will next be attempted (This 
example obviously does not apply 
to all who are working on the 
cited problem, for as the CSHF 
fund appeal points out, views of 
the signators vary widely.) 

Ihe already expressed respect 
for the individuals concerned and 
for their personal and profe ssional 
prerogatives does not wipe out the 
existence of, and respect for, judg- 
ments held, as in the cited case, 
by the majority, As to the future, 
my own contacts with both students 
and faculty indicate that most of 
them are interested in improving 
instruction-learning situations - 
not in the political gambits which 
have plagued us, 

Again, | urge the advancement 
of the California State Colleges 


through existing organizations 
because of the likelihood that 
through the se means more 


effective and increasingly repre- 
sentative action can be secured,

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“These students are also concerned 
about their adequacy to successfully 
attempt a junior college program, Through 
a center such as is being proposed, these 
young people could be advised of the 
opportunities, the needs, and skills

Several SCC students were active in 
the implementation of the program,

Willis, now in charge of counselor 
aides at the center, told a Hornet reporter 
that classes were originally set to start 
February 3 at the American Legion Adult 
School, but the officials ‘‘weren’t pre- 
pared’, Afer a week's delay, classes 
began in the 10 x 50 foot trailers at 
Stanford Junior High, Two trailers serve 
as classrooms, while the third operates 
as a counseling center with a staff of 
ten, The center is open four hours 
each weekday from 4 to 6 p.m, and 7 
to 9 p.m., and on Saturdays from 9 a.m, 
to noon and | to 4 p.m, A receptionist 
is available at the center whenever ‘t is 
open, for setting up appointments and 
receiving calls. The telephone number is 
457-1618, 

Sam Kipp, dean of student personnel 
services at SCC, said the program has 
been working out ‘‘fairly satisfactorily.”’ 
Classes are small, with about a dozen 
students, but he felt this was a result 
of the short recruitment time, 

‘*The program has a lot of promise, 
depending on how well (the students 
involved) push it,” he said. 

Willis said the center ‘‘is functioning 
under a few handicaps, such as this 
location, not as much community partici- 
pation as we expected, administrative 
snaris.’’ He also mentioned the short 
recruitment time as a problem. 

“If you’re going to grade it on our 
anticipation, we haven’tevencome close,” 
he said, But he expects the kinks to 
work out of the operation, and hopes 
it will be continued through the summer 
and next fall.

College Town, Sacramento 
State’s answer to low-rent, low- 
income married students’ housing, 
was Originally intended to house 
married couples with combined 
incomes of less than $8,000 per 
year.

Some College Town residents 
are now insisting that this goal 
has not been met, The only 
verification of joint income cur- 
rently required, these people point 
out, is the signing of the rental 
lease with the yearly income writ- 
ten written in. The Federal! Hous- 
ing Administration is investigating 
this complaint. 


The tenants have also asked for 
the establishment of ‘‘gripe- 
sessions’’ with no results. Com- 
plaints listed include insufficient 
weather stripping and subsequent 
water damage, garbage collection 
problems, limited personal stor- 
age areas, employment of college 
Students for gardening and land- 
scaping, lack of action on work 
orders, lack of recreation facili. 
ties for children (a College Town 
Women’s Corp now handles child 


care), and high rent rates. A 
two-bedroom unlurnishea apart- 
ment rents for $99 per month 
without utilities, For the same

Since the curmoil began in the 
siate college system, one 
organization that has borne much 
public criticism and has had little 
public understanding is the Board 
of Trustees, 

The Board of Trustees was 
organized in 1960 by the state 
legislature when it passed the 
Donahue Act, which has become 
section 22600 of the State Educa- 


tion Code. It is comprised of 
four ‘ex officio’’ members: 
Governor Ronald Reagan, Lt, 


Governor Fd Reineke, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction Max 
Rafferty, and the chancellor, Glenn 
Dumke, who is elected by the 
board from its membership. The 
remaining sixteen members of the 
board are appointed by the 
governor and range from lower- 
middie class businessmen to 
millionaire attorneys, 

Except for the chancellor, there 
are no full time trustees, They 
usually meet once a month for two 
days in Los \ngeles to conduct 
business, Special sessions are 
called whenever they are needed. 
Each trustee serves a term of 
eight years, and to provide con- 
tinuity on the boacd, terms are 
Slaggered so that two members 
terms cxpire every year, 


Powers Outlined 


As mentioned § abov the 


, 


creation of the Board of Trustees 


in the trustees’ organization must 
go through the entire cumbersome 
legislative procedure, However, 
the trustees’ powers are outlined 
in Title 5 of the California 
Administrative Code, This pro- 
vides a large amount of flexibility 
in the board’s actions, To change 
these administrative by-laws 
requires two public hearings at 
which anyone with a view on the 
discussed topic may speak, After 
two hearings, a majority vote of 
the trustees enacts the change and 
escapes the red tape of the legis- 
lative process, 

The responsibilities of the 
Board cover every aspect of the 
state college operations, The 
trustees can set boundaries for 
student conduct and the penalities 
for misconduct, sanction student 
government, set teaching loads, 
negotiate labor problems and solve 
administrative squabbles, They 
also set the guidelines for tenure, 
sabbaticals, layoff, demotion, sus- 
pension, or reinstatement of 
teachers, The Board of Trustees 
is also the business manager of 
the state college system, It is 
responsible fwr the budget recom- 
mendations to the legislature and 
is empowered to obtain land 
options, buy land, and provide for 
physical construction on the 
campuses, 

The trustees, however, are not 
autonomous, since an organization 
can operate only as far as its 
finances will allow, The legisla- 
ture has purse-string control over 
the trustees, The Board’s financial 
power is limited to making recom- 
mendations tothe legislature, This 
contro! is evident in a current 
labor problem in the state: the 
12 unit teaching requirement for 
full time faculty. By using its 
administrative powers, the Board 
could immediately change the 
teaching requirement tonine units. 
However, this decision would only 
be effective if the legislature could 
be persuaded to approve the 
additional expenditure necessary 
for the additional teaches needed 
to take up the excess teaching 
load. 


Delegated Authority 


The Board doesn’t keep all 
of its power to itself, Rather, 
it is del2gaied throughout the 
system. The primary outlet of 
this power is Chancellor Dumke, 
he chancellor is elected fromthe 
board’s membership and serves a 
function similar to a corporation’ s 
chairman of the board or executive 
secretary, Because all the other 
trustees are involved with their 
own businesses, it is primarily 
the chancellor who is responsible

for initiating the board’s business; 
he is its spokesman, All! of his 
actions are subject to the Board’s 
sanction and any of his decisions 
can be vetced, 

The board also extends its 
power to the college presidents, 
who are responsible for adiminis- 
trative decisions for each specific 
campus, The lowest rung of this 
ladder is the department chairmen, 
who are responsible to the college 
president for activity within their 
respective academic departmenis, 
All decisions concerning the state 
colleges, however, are the final 
responsibility of the trustees, 

The trustees are alsoincontact 
with feedback groups who aid in 
giving the Board background infor - 
mation about specific problems 
in the system. There are two main 
groups, one for the students and 
one for the faculty. The students 
on each campus are represented 
by the head of their government, 
the Student Association President, 
The presidents of all nineteen 
campuses have formed a state- 
wide organization from which a 
representative is chosen. This 
representative is allowed to sit 
in on the board meetings and 
participate in discussions, It is 
through him that the views of the 
students are presented to the 
trustees, 

The faculty also has an organi- 
zation at their disposal; the 
Academic Senate. There is a 
senate on each campus, formed 
by representatives from eachaca- 
demic department, Each campus 
sends a representative to the state- 
wide Academic Senate, which 
elects a representative who is 
also allowed to sit in on the 
meetings of the trustees, He 
represents the faculty on such 
issues as grievance procedur?s, 
salary, teaching load, and labor 
problems, 


Punitive Legislation 


Student violence may prove a 
challenge to ghe authority of the 
trustees, Governor Reagan has 
made specific proposals to the 
legislature to hamper the 
effectiveness of dissident students, 
Specifically, those measures asked 
for by the Governor earlier this 
week include; 

(1) Any suspended or expelled 
student who enters any public cam- 
pus without official permission 
can be found guilty of criminal 
trespass 

(2) Any student convicted of 
criminal! charges arising out of a 
campus disturbance wouid be dis- 
missed from the institution and 
barred from readmission for at 
least one year, 

(3) Any faculty member simi- 
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larly convicted would be dismissed 
and made ineligible for further 
employment in a state school or 
college sys.zm without ‘‘Specific 
review and authorization by the 
governing body of such institu- 
tions’’, 

(4) Ban the use of loudspeakers 
on campus without official permis- 
sion. 

This is only a smal! portion 
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of the punitive legislation aimed 
at the state colleges. Since the 
uprising at San Francisco State, 
hundreds of bills have been sub- 
mitted to curb student violence. 
It may prove a hard battle to 
determine who most effectively 
can solve this discipline problem 
and police the state college system: 
The Board of Trustees or the 
state legislature.
